Washington iTPI) — II S. 
District Judge John J. Sinca 
asked Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski Friday to conduct a 
grand jury investigation into 
“the possiblity of unlawful 
destruction of evidence" con­ 
tained in President Nixon’s 
Waiergate tap<*s 


Jaworski inimediately agreed, 
and promised an "exhaustive in- 
vesigation" ot the entire tapes 
matter in cooperation with the 
FBI. which already has entered 
the case. 


The P resident’s lawyers 
promptly issued a statement 
stressing that Sinca’s decision 


" IS not a conviction of any in­ 
dividual nor IS It even an in­ 
dictment ’’ 
"It would be wrong to con­ 
clude on the basis of Judge 
Sirica's decision that any in- 
(iividual within the White House 
is guilty of impropriety or 
wrongdoing in the handling of 
the Watergate tapes, ” said the 
statement from the office of 
White Hou.se coun.sel J. Fred 
Bu/hardt. 
Hearings Suspended 
Sirica thus suspended hearings 
that b<*gan Oct 31 to seek an 
explanation of White House 
claims that two of the sub­ 
poenaed tapes of Nixon’s 
Watergate conversations with 
aides were nonexistent and that 
a third contained an inexplicable 
I8‘i-minute buzzing sound 
Technical experts told Sinca 
earlier this week that the 18Vi- 
minute gup was the result of 
repeatiHl manual erasures that 
wiped out that portion of 
.Nixon’s June 21). 
w h . ix)nversa- 
tion with former White House 
chief of staff H R Haldeman, 
three days after the Watergate 
break-in. 


The White House statement 
said the public should bear in 
mnd that the grand jury in­ 
vestigation will focus on "how 
the tape may have been erased, 
not what the tape contained.”

Gaps Acknowledged 
A few hours before Sirica 
halted the heannf^, a White 
House lawyer acknowledged 
there were gaps of silence on 
two other subpoenaed recor­ 
dings. both personally dictated 
by Nixon as his acwunt of two 
other conversations The White 
House, denying that erasures 
were involved, agreed to refer 
these two tapes to mvestigation 
by technM al experts. 
After the heanng broke up. at­ 
torney Jarm^s St (’lair, chief of 
Nixon's Watergate legal team, 
refused to say wtwther Nixon 
would appear if subpoenaed to 
testify before the grand jury. 


Said Sirica: "It is the court's 
considered opinion that a dis­ 
tinct possibility that unlawful 
conduct on the part of one or 
more persons exists here. 
A 
grand jury should now deter­ 
mine whether indictments are 
appropriate." 


Sinca stressed he was accusing 
no one ol any specific mme. But 
he said Jaworski should give 
"serious consideration" into 
opening a grand jury investiga­ 
tion "into the possibility of un­ 
lawful destruction of evidence 
and any related offen.ses ’’ 
The technical experts’ report 
Tuesday, without saying so 
(kredh. strongly suggested the 
erasures on the Nixon-Haldeman 
tape were deliberate rather than 
aindental. 


No Reaons Given 
Sinca said no conclusive 
reasons had been given for the 
White House failure to comply 
with subpoenas for three tapes, a 
June 20, 1972, conversation 
between Nixon and former Atty 
(ien John N Mitchell, an April 
15. 1973, meeting with former 
White House counsel John W. 
Dean III. and the entire Nixon 
meeting with Haldeman June 20. 
1972. 


Sirica said a grand jury was 
the "traditional institution" to 
determine whether criminal con­ 
duct had been committed. 


Vie t Forces Said Fighting

LES To File $5 Million Suit

The longstanding dispute over 
wholesale poiwr rates between 
the Lincoln Electric System 
(LES) and the Nebraska Public 
Power District (NPPD) finally is 
headed for the courts 
The LES Adm inistrative 
Board Friday authorized the in­ 
itiation of legal action in the 
matter to seek a declaratory 
judgement on whether NPPD 
has overcharged Lincoln $5 
million since 1968. 
NPPD contends it has not and 
thus does not owe any back 
payments 
‘As Soon As Possible' 
The lawsuit will be filed "as 
soon as possible’’ if an im­ 
mediate out of court settlement 
IS not reached. 
The board also authorized the 
creation of a separate escrow ac­ 
count to hold $1.6 million LES 
claims is the overcharge pay­ 
ment for 1972-73 The account 
can either be set up in coopera­ 
tion with NPPD or by LES 
Itself. 


The rate hassle swung into full 
force two years ago when NPPD 
hiked its power rates. 


South Sioux City then filed a 
lawsuit challenging that rate 
hike. Other NPPD customers 
agreed to let the South Sioux 
City case settle the issues. 
In the interim, the NPPD 
board set up an escrow account 
into which it made monthly 
payments equal to the revenues 
collected from the disputed rate 
increase If South Sioux City won 
the lawsuit, the escrow dollars 
would be refunded. 
Settlement Reached 
But. in August, an out-of-court 
settlement was reached with 
South Sioux City that provided 
for a rate reduction for that 
northeast Nebraska community 
The escrow accounts were 
then rescinded by the NPPD 
board. No refund s w ere 
awarded 
LES Board Chairman John 
Haessler pointed out Friday that 
the original escrow account was 
created "sort of at our request." 
Termination of the account last 
August was done without any 
prior notice to Lincoln, he said.

Haessler termed any further 
negotiations w ith 
N PPD 
"fruitless" since both utilities 
have repeatedly tried to resolve 
the issues, hut failed, he said. 
NPPD Rates Director Henry 
Rice urged LES not to initiate 
any legal action or to set up a 
separate account. 
He said NPPD officials felt 
th a t th rough continuing 
negotiations an agreement could 
be reached. 
Rice again asked LEIS to sign a 
supplemental agreement on 
rates, agreed to by ail other 
NPPD customers. 
But LES legal counsel Norm 
Krivosha pointed out that if 
LES’s position is legally correct, 
the rate Lincoln would pay un­ 
der the existing contract would 
be low er than under the 
supplemental contract being 
offered by NPPD. 
Krivosha reported he had a 
good working relationship with 
Columbus attorney Vance 
Leininger, retained by NPPD to 
handle legal action involving 
LES 
But, said Krivosha, "W ere 


down to basic legal differences 
which can’t be resohed unless 
one of the boards abandons its 
position." 
Board member Betty McClen­ 
don pointed out that NPPD and 
LES have been negotiating for 
two years and that a lawsuit is 
needed "to clear the air” 
"This (the dispute) colors 
everything else," she said 
Krivosha emphasized that the 
initiating of legal action "does 
not preclude us from talking to 
each other, nor should it be 
assumed to be a gun to the 
head." 


Commenting on Rice’s plea 
not to set up a separate escrow 
account, Krivosha remarked it 
was immaterial whether the 
mone>’ “is held in a Lincoln bank 
as opposed to a Columbus 
bank."

In other business. Paul Heim, 
manager of the Mid-Continent 
Area Power Pool (MAPP) 
reported that the regional power 
p4K)l is evaluating LES's apphca- 
tion for membership. 


Heim contended that MAPP 
"is the best manner in which the 
total electric industry can 
provide service to all its 
customers” 


The board also endorsed 
LB656, which was held for study 
hy the Legislature’s Public 
Works Committee Friday. 


The bill. whuTi is supported by 
Omaha and rural and municipal 
utilities, would permit public 
power distncts and city owned 
electric systems to cooperate 
with each other and with electric 
supphers in other states in the 
financing, construction and 
ope ra tion of e le c tr ic a l 
^nerating plants either within 
Nebraska or out of state.

Dayan said Egypt would have to move its 
surface-to-air (SAM) missiles 19 miles west of the 
canal. 
.According to the text of the agreement, five 
consecutive days of talks will begin Sunday at 
Kilometer 101 to work out technical details Actual 
troop withdrawals will start Jan. 28 to be com­ 
pleted in 40 days 
Kissinger, back in Aswan from Tel Aviv, said 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat had urged him to 
seek accomodation with Syria, the other belligerenl 
in the October war 
"Our view is that disengagement talks with 
Syria should start and the United States will work 
in them with the same dedication and the same 
goodwill as it did on disengagement between Egypt 
and Israel," he said, "and President Sadat has 
strongly urged us to make this effort” 
Sadat said he contacted Syrian President Hafez 
Assad by telephone early Friday and indicated 
Syria was favorably disposed towards a disengage­ 
ment agreement with Israel 
The Beirut newspaper An Nahar said Friday that 
Iraq, one of the most militant Arab countries, has 
ordered its forces to return to Syria in an apparent 
effort to prevent any accommodation.

It’s not every 12-year-oId boy who has the 
chance to exhibit his artwork at the renowned 
Smithsonian Institute in Washington, D.C.

From these 216 en­ 
tries, 54 will be chosen — one from each state and 
territory — to be incorporated into the 1975 sheet 
of Christmas Seals. 
The youngsters whose entries are selected will 
see their artwork reproduced over one-hundred 
million times; and, as an extra bonus, all of the 216 
drawings initially submitted will be placed on dis­ 
play at the Smithsonian. 
"I was looking through some cards we had, and 
there was a picture I liked,” Michael said in 
explaining the inspiration for his entry. 
"It was a country church with a house next to 
it. and there were trees and hills in the 
background,” he continued. 
Working on the sketch at school and during his 
free time, “it took me about two days to complete­ 
ly finish it. It was sort of hard because I had to get 
everything just perfect.

Oil Embargo Nears Full Effect 


Washing ton (UPI) — Amid 
predictions that the Arabs mig ht 
relent, the Federal h^nerg y Of­ 
fice (FEOi annou nced Friday 
that the Arab embarg o on oil im­ 
ports to the United States was 
"nearing fu ll effectiv eness." 
The White Hou se, meanwhile, 
annou nced that President Nix on 
will deliv er a 15-minu te energ y 
mes.sag e on national radio Satu r­ 
day , apparently to cou nter 
charg es that the crisis was con- 
triv t*d by the administration and 
the oil indu stry . 
Depu ty press secretary Gerald 
I, Warren indicated that speech 
was not intended to disclose any 
new prog rams, su ch as g asoline 
rationing . 


In its "petroleu m situ ation 
report" for the first 11 day s of 
Janu ary , the F'EO indicated that 
the "leakag e" of Arab oil into 
the United States from third 
cou ntries has nearly dried u p. 
"The oil embarg o is nearing 
fu ll effectiv eness." the report 
said 
It noted that oil imports 
av erag ed ,3(X).000 barrels a day 
abov e g ov ernment forecasts (4.9 
million barrels) du ring the first 
11 day s of Janu ary , bu t du ring 
the last sev en dav s of that period 
im ports dwindled to 27,000 
barrels abov e forecasts. 
The total amou nt of g asoline 
stocks fro Janu ary compared to 
a y ear ag o dropped from 215 


million barrels to 205 million 
barrels. 
In testimony prepared for the 
Hou .se small bu siness su bcom­ 
m itte e , FEO D epu ty Ad­ 
ministrator John C. Sawhill 
described the Arab boy cott as 
"fu lly effectiv e." Bu t he held 
ou t hope that it wou ld be lifted 
soon. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford 
also predicted that the embarg o 
wf)u ld be lifted becau se of recent 
dev elopments in the Middle 
East. 
The embarg o, imposed after 
the ou tbreak of the Arab-Israeli 
was three months ag o, sev erely 
cu t into the 7 million barrels of 
oil that prev iou sly was imported 


into the United States. Bu t 
leakag e throu g h third cou ntries, 
which Sawhill identifies as 
prim a rily V enezu ela 
and 
Canada, continu ed to bring Arab 
oil into the United States du ring 
the early day s of the boy cott. 
Sawhill said the Arab oil em- 
ba rg o h as re du c e d U .S. 
petroleu m su pplies by almost 
14% below ex pected demand. 
"Thu s." he said, "while there 
has been some leakag e, imports 
hav e been steadily declining ." 
He denied charg es that the 
shortag es hav e been contriv ed 
bu t conceded that av ailable daU 
on energ y reserv es "is noi 
adequ ate and its reliability can 
not be checked. ’

Washing ton’s u ltimate prestig e 
sy mbols. 
“You nev er met so many g u y s 
who su ddenly tried to leav e the 
impression that they g ot two or 
three telephone calls a nig ht 
from the President on their way 
home." one g ov ernment sou rce 


said. 
While most senior g ov ernment 
officials, inclu ding Cabinet 
m em bers, hav e g iv en u p 
limou sine commu ting and u se 
smaller cars, car pools or ev en 
bu ses to g et to work, the White 
Hou se maintains that its staffers 
pu t in su ch long hou rs that they 
deserv e "portal to portal" ser­ 
v ice.

Tobacco and Firearms Bu reau 
of the D epartm ent of the 
T reasu ry said M artin was 
arrested Thu rsday at his Bev erly 
Hills. Calif., home, placed in 
cu stody and then released in in­ 
formal cu stody to his attorney . 
The spokesman said sev en 
machine g u ns, a .20mm cannon 
and a su pply of ammu nition 
were confiscated. The 14-foot- 
long cannon is ordinarily u sed as 
an a ntita nk w eapon, th e 
spokesman added. 
Althou g h M artin was not 
charg ed with selling g u ns, the 
U.S. attorney ’s office made 
pu blic an affidav it filed by a 
federal ag ent who said Martin 
sold two machine g u ns to ag ents 
for $675. 
Arrang ements were made to 
pu rchase the other machine g u ns 
later Thu rsday nig ht for a total 
price of $2,750, the affidav it said. 
The ag ent u nderstood Martin 
v wu ld "throw in” the cannon as 
part of the deal, the affidav it 
said.

W. C. Han dy brou gh t a n ew 
kin d of mu sic to th e world — th e 
blu es. Th e blu es was u n written 
folk mu sic an d h ad been su n g for 
gen eration s by Negroes in th e 
ru ral Sou th . 
Han dy , a mu sician -composer, 
wrote it, scored it an d sold it to 
th e world at large. He composed 
some of America's most in ­ 
destru ctible mu sic, in clu din g 
su ch classics as “ St. Lou is 
Blu es.” "Beale Street Blu es" 
an d “ Memph is Blu es." 
In each of th ese son gs. Han dy 
employ ed a distin ctiv e 12-bar 
stru ctu re an d plain tiv e ly rics 
wh ich h ad th eir roots in th e 
sorrows an d su fferin g of th e 
Sou th ern black man . 
Han dy 's gen iu s brou gh t h im 
fortu n e an d fame as th e “Fath er 
of th e Blu es” an d profou n dly in ­ 
flu en ced th e dev elopmen t of 
popu lar mu sic in America. 
Su ccess, iron ically , almost 
pa.ssed Han dy by . He was 36 an d 
a v irtu al u n kn own wh en a lu cky 
combin ation of circu mstan ces 
catapu lted h im to th e top. 
In 1909, h e took a job leadin g a 
ban d in th e political campaign of 
an u n kn own office seeker n amed 
Edward H. Cru mp. 


Han dy wrote a catch y son g h e 
called "Mr. Cru mp," an d it 
swept Cru mp in to office as 
m ay or of M em ph is. L ater 
Cru mp became a con gressman 
an d th en boss of on e of th e 
Sou th 's most powerfu l political 
mach in es. 


Han dy rode th e same son g to 
su ccess. He gav e it n ew ly rics 
an d a n ew title. "M emph is 
Blu es." an d pu blish ed it. Han dy 
was on h is way .

Waily 
Barnett of Lincoln to include 
costs parents of blind and deaf 
cbildreo have in getting their 


children to school and back. 
Under present law the parents of 
such children are reimbursed for 
five trips annually. 


Sponsor of the measure, LB92, 
was Sen Duke Snyder of Omaha 
who said, "when you pay taxes 
you are entitled to certain 
privileges, regardless of whether 
you are one mile or 100 miles 
from school" 
The bill would abolish a 
statutory provision under which 


parents living within four miles 
of school are not reimbursed for 
transportation expenses 
'That 
was the primary aim of the 
measure in its original form, 
Snyder said 
!!^veral of the senators com­ 
menting on the proposal said 
parents with handicapped 
children are already confronted 
with tremendous costs and 
problems and should he given 
the transportation aid the hill 
proposes.

Of 
course, maturity makes us aware 
that clothing is a secondary con­ 
sideration to character and per­ 
sonality But we also become 
aware how important persona! 
appearance is in maintaining 
morale, in strengthening self 
confidence, in winning new con 
tacts, and in dealing successfully 
with others 
It disturbs me to see oldei 
people who. through apathy anc 
indifference, seem to care 
nothing about clothing, anc 
seem totally unaware of the vir 
tues of making an attractive 
appearance. 
One frequently sees older mer 
who need haircuts, whose shirts 
do not look fresh, whose suits 
are shabby, stained and un­ 
pressed and whose shoes haven’t 
been shined in months 
And you can see older women 
with scraggly, unbnished hair, 
shapeless coats, faded, out-of­ 
style dresses, and run-over 
shoes. 
Some people attempt to justify 
the shabby, bedraggled 
appearance of certain elders by 
attributing it to the limited in­ 
comes on which many seniors 
live 
But this is a flimsy excuse, for 
everyone these days, including 
welfare recipients, can obtain 
the modest means necessary for 
looking neat and respectable. 
What causes some older peo­ 
ple to neglect their appearance? 
In many cases it is because the 
individual has not adjusted 
properly to the idea of growing 
old 
He may harbor the ancient no­ 
tion that old age is necessarily a 
discouraging and unattractive 
time of life. With a diminished 
income and fewer closer friends 
he may feel there’s not much 
point in bothering about his 
appearance. 
Those in this category need to 
develop a new attitude toward 
aging. They should remind 
themselves that the years after 
60 may be their most exciting 
and productive years. 
They should get acquainted 
with case stories of folks who 
have won more friends, fame 
and fortune in the years after 60 
than they had in previous years. 
.And they should vow that they 
are going to look neat and well- 
groomed as long as they live. 
Unless an older person makes 
an effort to look his best he is 
going to lose his self-respect He 
is going to embarrass families, 
neighbors, and friends. He is 
going to tarnish the public image 
of old age. And he is going to 
have fewer and fewer new 
friends, for it is a fact that peo­ 
ple tend to avoid those who are 
poorly groomed and presept a 
seedy, unkempt, and out-of-date 
appearance. 
If we improve our mirror im­ 
age by keeping our hair neat, 
figures trim, and clothes clean 
and well pressed — topping it off

The legis lature’s committee 
on Agriculture had better 
res pons e from packing com­ 
panies and food retailers at a se­ 
cond heanng on meat prices 
than they had on the firs t, but 
s ome of the response was by 
mail and expressied regret that 
the writer was unable to attend 
on the date of the hearing. 
Repres entativ es of Iowa Beef 
Packers Inc., Hinky Dinky Food 
Stores and the Ry an Commis s ion 
Company of Omaha tes tified. 
Respons e in the form of a letter 
came from Hormel, Inc., Wils on 
and Co. and Safeway Stores . 


“It appears we made a bad 
s election in the date of our 
hearing, but they do promis e to 
cooperate and s upply informa­ 
tion we reques t," said State Sen. 
Loran Schmit of Bellwood. 


Schmit, chairman of the com­ 
mittee, commented to a reporter 
that he didn’t think it would be 
necessary to subpoena packers 
and chain s tores to attend. “We 
hav e a couple of bills in mind to 
introduce that s hould bring them 
running to tes tify ,” he said. 
Schmit didn’t elaborate on when 
the bills would be introduced or 
what they were about. 


Tes timony Prais ed 
Thor Skaar, ex ecutiv e v ice 
pres ident of Hinky Dinky Food 
Stores , drew prais e for his 
tes timony and courage from 


Schmit at the end of an hour’s 
grilling by the committee. 
Skaar told the committee that 
his s tore could s ell 415 lbs. of 
meat from a 625 lb. carcass 
purchas ed at $1.15 a pound for 
the 415 lbs “We try to operate 
on a margin of 19% so that we 
recov er all our costs. It costs 
12" of the retail price for labor 
Our meat cutters are well paid. 
Wrapping, adv ertis ing, rent and 
other forms of ov erhead cost an 
additional 
6% 
and there are 
s ome other s mall cos ts ,” he said.

The mother of four, she has 
written several books, including 
a two-volume “ Centennial 
History of Adams County” 
which was given an award by the 
American Association for State 
and Local History. 
She is a member ot the 
Nebraska Arts Council. 
Mrs. Creigh received a 
bachelor’s degree from Hastings 
College and a master’s degree in 
journalism from Columbia 
University. Her term will expire 
in 1975. Her age was not given at 
her request, the governor’s of­ 
fice reported. 
Whelan, who is also from 
Hastings, said Friday his 
resignation from the nonpartisan 


board is in the best interest of 
education State law prohibits 
anyone from serving on the 
board who has filed for partisan 
office.

An expected showdown 
between Education Com­ 
missioner Cecil Stanley and the 
State Board of Education over 
forced retirement of 20 "key” 
department personnel never 
materialized Friday. 
All was harmonious, at least 
on the surface, as the board 
averted a public dispute on the 
matter and extended Stanley’s 
tenure as commissioner past his 
65th birthday until Dec. 31,1974. 


However, it appeared unlikely 
that Stanley will stay past then, 
since the board said it will name 
a search committee next month 
to find a new commissioner. 


Afterwards, Stanley, who has 
indicated he would fight any 
attempt to retire him before he 
reached 68, said he was 
"satisfied" with the com­ 
promise. He said he "got wind" 
in advance that an agreement 
might be woriced out. 
In fact, the board assented to 
nearly all recommendations 
made by Stanely that certain 
employes who have reached 65, 
or soon will, be retained for 
periods varying from a few 
months to almost a year. 
Occasional objections were 
voiced by board President 
Gerald Whelan and R. Jerry 
Hargitt of Omaha. 
State law requires retirement 
at age 65 with provisions for one- 
year extensions provided no 
extra retirement benefits are 
allowed. Stanley will be 65 Feb. 
12, and Deputy Commissioner 
Stanley Hawley would be forced 
to retire April 2. 
Retirement Policy 
The board adopted a retire­ 
ment policy Friday which states 
employes may be extended 
beyond the mandatory retire­ 
ment age of 65 when there is a 
“clear and present need” for 
continued employment as 
measured by the employ’s "in- 
dispensibility” to the solution 
“of key educational problems." 


The board also accepted 
Hawley’s retirement, effective 


Jan. 31, after Hawley turned 
down an offer by the board to 
stay through the balance of the 
year. 


Hawley, who will be joining a 
real estate venture, told the 
board. 
“ My 
plans are 
irrevocable ... my status looked 
pre-determined during the 
board’s last discussion of 
retirement." 
Both Stanley and board 
member Frank Landis of Lin­ 
coln expressed concern at 
Hawley's insistence on retiring 
at the end of this month. 


"I don’t see how with anyone 
else we could continue to give 
the expert legal advice on educa­ 
tion laws to school districts,” 
Stanley said. 


Dual Capacities 
Hawley served in dual 
capacities as deputy com­ 
missioner and assistant com­ 
missioner for finance. 


At the urging of Stanley, the 
board appointed LeRoy 
Ortgiesen, 
assistant com­ 
missioner for instruction, to fill 
in as a temporary deputy com­ 
missioner. 


The board also followed 
Stanley’s advice in naming a 
tempcyary assistant com­ 
missioner for finance by appoin­ 
ting Lawrence Hilty to the post. 


In Other major reshuffling, 
the board named George Collins, 
who is presently on the staff of 
the Omaha School for the Deaf, 
superintendant of that institu­ 
tion and removed the 65-year-old 
superintendent of the school, 
George Thompson. The board 
agreed to allow Thompson to 
stay on as a consultant until a 
new dormitory is completed. 


Walt Erdkamp, who is also 65, 
was extended through June 30, 
1974, as administrator of trade 
and industrial education.
